the State, and tudeed more so. than the 
election of Governer and other officers 
Now, if these offices were included in the 
expression “all civil offices,” as contained in 
the preamble, why say that the third section 
of tie ordinance, fixing a point at which the 
terms of the various offices end, does not 
apply to Judges, Solicitors General and Stat: 
House officers? [ am met with the argu- 
meni that this ordinance doea not apply to 
Judges, Sol citors General, etc., because, BAY, 
the Opposition; the officers intended to he 
affected by the ordinance, are referred to’ in 
ibe seclion of the ordinance. In my 
Opinion sich a conetruction is incorrect. The 
offices mentioned in the first section of the 
ordinance are as follows: Governor, members 
of the Legislature and county officers. These 
ofticers are referred to and mentioned by name 
because they were to be filed by a 
popular election, and that portion of 
the ordinance in which the  yarions 
offices are mentioned, simply appoints a time 
at which they are to be filed by an election. 
This was the mode pointed out by the Cen- 
stitution for filling the offices mentioned in 
the first section of the ordinance, but it cer- 
tainly was not the mode of filling “all the 
offices create! by the Constituiion,” for many 
of them had to be filled by appointment. 
How, then, can any one claim that the broad 
langnage—“all civil oftices”—ahould have 
such a restricted construction as to apply only 
to the offices to be filled by election. Such a 
construction is forced—contrary to common 
sense, and unnatoral. But again, the ordi 
nance a6 Originally reported, made only this 
provision 2s to the term of the various offi- 
ces provided for by the Codstitution, to-wit - 
“The persons so elected or appointed,” shall 
enter upon the duties Of the several offices. 
etc, * * * * “and shall continne in of- 
fice till the regular succession provided for 
after the year, LS6S, and anti] successors are 
elected and qualified.” 
This provision left the ending of the term 
entirely dependent. on the will of the Legis-

It 
meant that “all coil offices” should be filled 
in the manner point out by the Constite- 
tion, and the first section of the ordinance 
designates the time for the election of cer- 
tain officera, because no time had been fixed 
for the election. No time was mentioned for 
the appointment of Judges, Solicitors General 
and the election of otate Howe officers. 
by the ordinance, because that was fixed by 
the Constitution, to-wit: whenever the Leg- 
islature assembled. One sec’ion of the ordi- 
nance, to wit: ti e first, ‘a. reference only w 
fixing a day fur tue clectiva of certain officers 
by the people; and in h «t section nothing is 
said about the term of .uese officers.

It would be bad policy to leave to an ont 
going Gevernor the appointing power. I 
hage no fears of any abnee of the eppointing 
power by the present Executive, for no purer 
patriot, or aobler son,of Georgia lives than 
the present Governor; but we may fall upon 
evil times, and great evil come of such a 
course. An unscrupulous Exccutive, whose 
administration may be overwhelmingly con- 
demned by the people at the ballot box, may, 
on retiring from office, put in office a friend 
of his administration contrary to the wishes 
of the people.

The people doubticas desire to see some 
changes made, but we should by ‘no means 
allow our anxicty on the subject to lead us 
io do an legal act.
